The toxic waste en route to Van 
Buren from Berlin & Ferro Liquid 
Incineration Co. chemical waste 
site near Flint “is definitely on 
hold”. 

That’s the word from Van Buren 
Supervisor George Craven who is 
rallying state-wide and local sup- 
port to detour the toxic shipment 
from its destination, the Wayne Dis- 
posal landfill in Van Buren. 

“I am getting conflicting reports 
from the landfill owner and 
others,” Craven said yesterday, 
‘‘but we’re going to fight this all the 
way. State Rep. Ed Mahalak and 
State Senator William Faust have 
been made aware of our feelings 
and they are helping us. 

“We don’t want that waste 
dumped here,” Craven emphatical- 
ly said. 

On Saturday, township officials 
called an impromptu press confer- 
ence to announce that they had 
learned about the shipment. They 
presented members of the press 
and TV with a press release which 
reads : 

“We have recently learned of a 
proposal by the DNR (Department 
of Natural Resources) to deposit 
11,000 cubic yards of a highly toxic 
substance in the Wayne Disposal 
Landfill. We have been informed 
that this material is designated C- 
56, which is highly volatile and 
emits toxic fumes at temperatures 
over 40 degrees fahrenheit. The 
DNR representative stated that it 
can’t even be transported , except at 
below freezing temperatures. ’ 
Mike Ferrantino, the owner of the 
landfill, apparently has signed a 
contract to accept the toxic waste 
from the Ferro Liquid Company. 
Craven said, however, “that he was 
receiving conflicting reports about 
the contract and is seeking more in- 
formation.” 

The press release went on to call 
for help from Van Buren citizens. 
Citizens who want to help are asked 
to contact the township board 
offices at 699-2001. The press re- 
lease continued : 

“We violently oppose introducing 
this toxic material in a landfill situ- 
ated within a one-mile radius that 
includes schools, a population of 
approximately 55,000 persons and 
lies alongside Interstate 1-94. 

“One human mishap in trans- 
portation, depositing and contain- 
ing this substance could seriously 
endanger our citizens,” the release 
added. 

Monday night, the Belleville City 
Council, in a motion offered by 
council person Burma Wertz, sup- 
ported Van Buren ’s actions. 


Courts hold PCHA ’s 
$22 million in limbo 


For at least the next two months, 
the ’Peoples Community,. Respite 1_ 
Authority (PCHA) board of direc-/ 
tors will not be allowed to spend any 
of the $22 million it has accumu- 
lated in its funded depreciation 
account. 

Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Michael Stacey on Nov. 26 
ordered the continuation of an in- 
junction barring the PCHA officials 
from spending the authority’s sur- 
plus funds without the court’s per- 
mission. 

The injunction was issued earlier 
last month after Lincoln Park city 
officials filed a lawsuit against the 
PCHA because its directors refused 
to disperse the $22 million surplus to 
the authority’s 24 member com- 
munities. 

The Lincoln Park suit demands 
the elimination of the ,4-mill prop- 
erty tax levy which funds the 
PCHA’s operations, the return to 
the city of a portion of the surplus 
monies and payment for police and 
fire services the city provides for 
Outer Drive Hospital , one of the five 
health care facilities owned by the 

PCHA. 

According to a PCHA spokesper- 
son, the case will not come to trial 


before February . although no speci- 
fic da{<? has bevn Swoed. i 

Lincoln Park MajS$r Charles Pad- 
dock said be was pleased by 
Stacey’s continuation of the injunc- 
tion. While he expressed optimism 
over the eventual success of the 
suit. Paddock vowed to appeal any 
adverse decision to a higher court. 

According to Donald Pizzimenti, 
chairman of the PCHA board, what 
the Lincoln Park officials want 
would not be permitted by either the 
state law which established the hos- 
pital authority or the bonding ordi- 
nance under which the PCHA oper- 
ates. 

“We have reviewed the case, and 
our legal counsel has indicated that 
these are the kinds of issues that 
have been decided in our favor in 
previous court rulings,” Pizzimenti 
said. 

"We believe that, when the case is 
decided, the requests will be de- 
nied.” 

No major expenditures are anti- 
cipated for the next few months, he 
said, but the injunction has forced 
the authority to put on hold several 
projects to improve PCHA facili- 
ties.

Voters reject 
Romulus school 
tax proposals 


The Romulus Community School Board and the school adminis- 
tration will have to find some other means, besides raising taxes, to 
keep the schools open this year. The voters on Monday sent a 
message to the schools by overwhelmingly voting down two prop 
osals that would have raised taxes by a total of four mills in this 
community. 


Voters defeated the two proposi- 
tions by a 3-1 ratio. They said “no" 
to a 3-mill levy needed for the opera- 
tion of the school system, according 
to school officials. The proposal 
went down 1 .482-509. 

The second levy urged voters to 
approve a 1-mill package for school 
maintenance. That proposal was 
defeated 1,459 to 498. 

Only one precinct put its stamp of 
approval on both propositions, and 
that was in the Merriman School 
area. Absentee voters voted against 
the 3-mills 267-56 and voted 255-64 
against the one mill increase. 

Romulus presently levies 39.90 
mills (a mill is $1 for every $1,000 of 
assessed valuation of property). 

School officials and school board 
members were dismayed over the 
outcome of the election. 

“We’re sorry and disappointed 
that the millage failed," said Don 
Bales, President of the School 
Board. “However, we have to rec- 
ognize the hard times that our com- 
munity well ?s the rest of 
nation,, 'is facing.” 

“Hopefully, we will find an 
alternative solution for our money 
and funding problems, but realisti- 
cally, prospects do not appear 
favorable at this time.” 

Dr. William Bedell, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, said the vote was 
the last chance to levy the millage 
this year. 

“Therefore,” Dr. Bedell con- 
tinued, “this means that the pay 
freeze which has been in effect for 
all non-teaching employees for the 
last two to three years will stay in 
effect, as will the recent 14 percent 
teacher salary rollback. 

“And, although we understand 
the mass unemployment that 
Romulus residents ar suffering 
through, we felt we had to ask them 
for these increases so that in the 
future they would understand our 
predicament. They have charged 
us with the responsibility of running

Who’ll be the next Huron 
Township supervisor? • 

That’s the question township 
board members will have to answer 
within 45 days or the question will 
go to the voters. They’ll have eight 
prominent names to select from, in- 
cluding former trustees and the 
present township clerk. 

The vacancy occurred when 
Richard F. Sullivan won election to 
the 21st district House of Repre- 
sentative’s seat. Sullivan had been 
supervisor for little more than a 
year-and-a-half before he decided 
to seek the House seat 

Seeking to fill the vacancy are: 
Eugene Pcrecki, a local 
businessman; Christine S. Gam- 
ber, current township treasurer; 
John Pusar, a trustee on the board 
and an ex-supervisor ; A J . Haener , 
former township trustee and pre- 
sent chairman of the Planning Com- 
mission. (Haener was defeated by 
10 votes for the supervisor’s job in 
the last election.) 

Also seeking the position are 
Karalee Finlin, a teacher of 
accounting who has extensive au- 
diting and accounting background 
and education; Mary Lou Carey, 
who has served as township clerk 
since 1971 and views herself as 
"only a compromise candidate’’; 
and Pauline Herring, who is an un- 
employed resident of the township. 

Mrs. Carey pointed out that the 
township board has 45 days in which 
to act and find a candidate and if the 
members of the board can’t reach a 
decision, then a special election 
would be conducted to fill the 
vacancy. 


State Audit 


Where does city 
go from this point?

The audit for the City of Romulus 
is now a matter of public record. 

The State Treasurer’s office has 
completed its findings and recom- 
mendations. These have been for- 
warded to the Attorney General for 
review The Attorney General will 
refer the audit to two sections in his 
office: the Criminal Section, and 
the Civil Section The Assistant 
Attorney Generals will then review 
and make their recommendations 
to Frank Kelley. 

The request for an audit became 
perfectly clear during several 
meetings with city officials when 
admitting of co-mingling of funds, 
misappropriations, improper 
transfers of these funds in handling 
the water and sewer bonded debt 
for the City of Romulus. 

Act 2. Public Acts of 1968 is very 
specific: "Sec. 11 If any audit or 
investigation conducted under this 
act discloses statutory violations on 
the part of any officer, employee or 
board of any local unit, a copy of 
such report shall be filed with the 
attorney general who shall review 
the report and cause to be instituted 
such proceedings against such 
officer, employee or board 

The attorney general, within 60 
days after receipt of the report, 
may institute criminal proceeding 
as he deems necessary against Mich 


officer or employee, or direct that 
the criminal proceedings be insti- 
tuted by the prosecuting attorney of 
the county in which the offense was 
committed 

The attorney general or the pro- 
secuting attorney shall institute 
civil action in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdication for the recovery 
of any public monies, disclosed by 
any examination to have been ille- 
gally expended or collected and not 
accounted for ; also for the recovery 
of any public property disclosed to 
have been converted and mis- 
appropriated." 

The audit, as completed by the 
State Treasurer’s office speaks for 
itself In my opinion, the findings 
are on the mark, clearly demon- 
strating the violations of state sta- 
tutes over the years and continuing 
up to the present time The sad 
part of all of this is, "Where are we 
now?" Must we. as taxpayers, con- 
tinue to pay for water and sewer 
bond issues over and above what 
the law clearly states that which is 
to be collected and how used'’ Must 
we. as Romulus property owners 
and taxpayers, move to step one 
and pay again what should have 
been paid ofT' 7 

We must now wait until the Attor- 
ney General completes his review I 
think this audit proves one 
thing we all are responsible in 
dealing with tax dollars

Aitnougn an independent audit 
ordered by the State shows Wayne 
County with a deficit about three 
times that calculated by county au- 
ditors, the principals involved 
agree that the discrepancy is due 
mainly to a difference in accounting 
systems. 

County auditors place the county 
$22.4 million in debt, compared to 
the $66.8 million figure released last 
week by the Ernst & Whinney 
accounting firm after six months 
of studying county records. The 
Ernst & Whinney report, however, 
points out that $41 million in their 
report represents an adjustment of 
county books to a new accounting 
basis. 

In the Ernst & Whinney examina- 
tion, a method called “modified 
accrual” was used which estimates 
future county revenue and debt, 
whereas the county has used a 
“cash-flow” system in which in- 
come and expenditure is recorded 
only as it occurs. Most of the higher 
debt figure is calculated from un- 
paid vendor bills, money owed the 
State and pending costs for pension 
funds and judgments due from law- 
suits. 

The independent audit was 
ordered by the State Treasurer af- 
ter state accountants claimed the 
county ’s books were ‘ ‘ inaudit able . ’ ’ 
But Albert Koch, a managing part- 
ner of Ernst & Whinney said the 
firm encountered no surprises nor 
any errors in its examination. 
“There was nothing of significance 
that we couldn’t reconcile,” said 
Koch. 


County Budget Director Constan- 
tine Stathos said the audit merely 
shows “a different way of examin- 
ing the books, not a discovery of 
new debts. There is nothing there 
that we didn ’ t already know about . ’ ' 
County Board Chairman Samuel 
A. Turner said, “The deficit is still 
essentially what we have believed. 
It’s just that the new debt figure 
was determined by a more up-to- 
date method that we are converting 
to.” 

Stathos said that the State is pro- 
viding funds for cost of the conver- 
sion, otherwise the County would 


have switched to the modified 
accrual system some time ago. 

The audit was conducted only for 
operations administered by the 
Board of Commissioners and does 
not include funds nor spending con- 
trolled by the County Drain Com- 
missioner, Road Commission or 
Department of Public Works. Ernst 
& Whinney was commissioned by 
the County auditors in February to 
conduct the audit for the fiscal year 
ending Nov. 30, 1981, and next sum- 
mer will report findings from an au- 
dit of the fiscal year just ended on 
Nov. 30, 1982.

Romulus police intensified their 
search this week for suspects and a 
motive in a fire they say was de- 


liberately set and claimed the life of 
a 19-year-old woman. 

The fire occurred on Nov. 26 at 


approximately 11:30 p m. in the 
Royal Village Trailer Park at 6027 
Metro Romulus fire officials found 


Lori Lea O-Bryant, 19, who was liv- 
ing at the trailer camp with a 
friend, dead at the scene. 

Romulus police said that there 
were two other persons in the dwell- 
ing when the fire erupted. One, a 
9-year-old girl, was led to safety by 
an elderly babysitter. 

The trailer had been occupied by 
a Laura Walker, who was not at 
home at the time of the fatal blaze. 

“We do not have any suspects or 
motives for this fire-homicide said 
Romulus police officer Sam Chal- 
ton who is one of two local officers 


assigned to the case. Heading the 
investigation is Det. Sgt. David 
Earlv. 

According to the police a flam- 
mable liquid had been used to set 
the trailer on fire. The three occu- 
pants had been asleep at the time 
and the babysitter, a friend of Ms 
Walker’s, awoke in time to arouse 
the child and get her out of the 
dwelling. He told police that he 
wasn’t aware that Ms. O’Bryant 
was inside.

(Continued from Page A-2) 
were donated by the business men 
and community in general and the 
triangular piece of ground at Five 
Points was purchased from Mrs. 
Kate Clark. The property was 
formerly owned by Frank Burt. 

“The Park was dedicated in hon- 
or of our boys who went to World 
War I and was named Victory Park. 
Mrs. Alban was the first and last 
president and original promoter of 
the project and the association was 
dissolved in March, 1928. In Febru- 
ary, 1925, it was leased for ninety- 
nine years to Wayne County Road 
Commission. 

Shortly thereafter the Wayne 
County Road Commission was 
given a deed to the property. When 
the park was closed over three 
years ago , Belleville began negotia- 
tions for control of the park. The 
first request was for the Road Com- 
mission to deed the property back to 
Belleville. They refused. Later they 
offered a lease to the City which was 
flawed in several respects. The 
wording would have required Belle- 
ville to keep the comfort station 
open 24-hours each day, which they 
never did and the city couldn’t do. 
The lease also would require the 
city to operate the park according 
to their regulations. With a city 
park ordinance in place that wasn’t 
satisfactory. 


Finally the city wrote a lease in- 
corporating the requirements that 
Belleville wanted. After several 
months of delay the lease was 
approved by the Road Commission . 

The development of Horizon Park 
was begun in 1976 as part of the 
Centennial Celebration, with don- 
ated funds. The land was wasteland 
along High Street from Edison 
Street to the water tower. The soil 
was prepared and seeded with 
grass. 

Trees , bushes and other plantings 
were added by a landscaping com- 
pany. Benches were installed 
throughout the park and an under- 
ground sprinkling system installed, 
the work done by volunteer labor. 

The cost of the city is mostly for 
sprinkling and grass mowing with 
some of the labor at grass mowing 
time by public service people at no 
cost to the City. 

Standards for urban development 
call for one acre of park facilities 
for each 900 persons. Victory Park’s 
1.8 acres plus Horizon Park’s 0.7 
acres still puts the City 1.25 acres 
below the 3.75 acres the City should 
have. 

The National Recreation Associa- 
tion standard adds open space and 
green belts to parks and requires 
ten acres per one thousand persons. 
Belleville should have 34 acres of 
recreational space to meet that 
standard.

We just can t understand why the Department of Natural Re- 
sources continues to pick on Van Buren. This rustic community, 
reeling from a recent recall of its township officials and trying to 
stand upright, has another major controversy on its hands.

Most 
colleges have lowered their admission stan- 
dards to accommodate our high school grads. A 
great percentage of our children can’t read, let 
alone write the English language. Ask a Banker , 
today’s graduates are unable to manage the 
balancing and maintenance of a checking 
account, which is part of everyday living in our 
adult world. 

F= Federally Funded Projects, despite the 
recent cut-backs, the administrators of these 
funds break their necks to expend every dollar 
of their grant, so as not to have to return any 
funds not expended during the fiscal year, while 
General Education is incapable, due to lack of 
funds, to provide the much needed text mate- 
rials for Basic education. Disgraceful! 

G = General Funds, out of which the bulk of a 
schools operation is expended. In many dis- 
tricts, these areas of expense are running in 
deficit.

And these teachers continue to ask for more! 

H = Help is what our school systems need. As 
politicians, parents, teachers, and all other seg- 
ments of society , it is our duty to help our schools 
get back to educating our children 

1= Irreplaceable is every child that is 
allowed to slip through the system without every 
advantage given to him or her to provide the 
education so necessary to co-exist in our society 
J= Justice is served when we have done all 


we can to help a child realize his individual 
potential through education. 

K = Kindergarten, from the German words 
meaning “Garden of Children”. That glorious, 
wonderous first year of our education process. 
What has happened to that garden as the chil- 
dren travel through the maze of the next twelve 
years? The flowers that once were heads held 
high in anticipation of learning, have become 
the many disillusioned wilting flowers of young 
adulthood, trying to figure out how and where 
they’ve been. Sad! 

L= Learning, isn't that what education is 
supposed to be about? 

M = Mathematics, the subject that is the pre- 
requisite of today’s High-technology. And on a 
national level , we are deficient in providing fully 
qualified teachers in this area. 

N = Needs which must be met if we are to 
save our world through out future generations. 
This need can only be met through quality 
education.

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Schools say 
teacher is certified 

EDITOR — Managing Editor's 
Tom Mooradian's recent "Other 
Side of the Meridian” column 
labeled "When a Child is Spe- 
cial” regarding a Romulus 
teacher and the district’s Special 
Education program warrants a 
response. It is indeed regrettable 
that, we were not consulted prior 
to tpe publication as we could 
have corrected the misinforma- 
tion printed beforehand. 

First of all, the issue doesn't 
really concern a teacher’s right 
to talk to parents. Indeed we do, 
in fact, strongly encourage 
teachers to be conversant with 
parents. On the otherhand, we 
are rightly concerned about the 
accuracy of information given to 
parents, as we are with your 
article. 

From the onset, let me state 
that all teachers in Romulus 
Schools, including Mrs. Martin, 
areproperly certified to teach in 
their present assignment. 

Specifically, in Mrs. Martin’s 
case you stated that she is not 
certified to teach special educa- 
tion, which is not so. Mrs. Mar- 
tin, in fact, was originally hired 
as a Special Education Teacher 
in Romulus Schools in 1969 and 
was so assigned until 1974. At 
that time , at her request , she was 
reassigned to teach English and 
Social Studies at the Junior High 
School. Last year she was re- 


turned to the Special Education 
Department. Mrs. Martin dis- 
agreed and initiated a series of 
administrative and legal chal- 
lenges to her assignment to the 
Wayne County Intermediate 
School District and the Michigan 
Department of Education, both 
of which concurred that she was 
properly certified to teach spe- 
cial education classes. Mrs. Mar- 
tin then filed a lawsuit again 
challenging the district 's right to 
so assign her. 

The court never issued a deci- 
sion since the case was settled 
when Mrs. Martin agreed to ack- 
nowledge that while she dis- 
agreed with her assignment both 
the county and the state 
approved it. 

Finally, we too agree that all 
children and especially those 
who are emotionally impaired 
and otherwise handicapped 
should be taught by teachers who 
are properly certified and 
trained in the area that they are 
teaching and maintain that in 
Romulus Schools this is so.

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Schools: Better now or then? 


When I was a kid in school 
the principals were always men. 
One of them — Mr. DeLisle — the 
biggest, meanest man who ever 
lived — used to tell us that the 
way to remember how to spell 
“principal’’ was to remember 
that he was “a prince of a pal”. 

A cornball statement like that 
coming from someone who work- 
ed so hard at being the biggest, 
meanest man alive isn’t some- 
thing you’re likely to forget. 

When I was a kid in school, 
teachers didn’t have first names 
or lives outside of school. They 
were almost always women and 
there was no such thing as a pre- 
gnant teacher. 

If a teacher happened to find 
herself in that condition, she dis- 
appeared while her clothes still 
fit and reappeared again, a year 
later, answering questions like, 
“Miss Allen, Miss Allen, did you 
really have a baby ?’’ with, “Yes, 
I did. Now, where were we?”. 
(All female teachers were called 
“Miss’’ then, no matter what. 
When you think about it, “Miss’’ 
was the “Ms” of it’s day.) 

When I was a kid in school 
there were no disputes between 


parents and teachers. When the 
teacher invited the parents in to 
“discuss” something, the pa- 
rents knew before they even 
went in there that they were 
going to leave with their tails be- 
tween their legs. The teacher, af- 
ter all, had been to college. She 
was right. That was it. 

When I was a kid I went to nine 
different schools before I finally 
settled down in the ninth grade 
and stayed in that one last school 
to the bitter end. 

Along the way, I went to 
schools in the country, to inner- 
city schools, to parochial 
schools, to brand-new suburban 
schools. 

There was little difference, in 
any of them, in the way things 
were taught There were only so 
many textbooks, after all. and 
Dick and Jane and Spot followed 
me everywhere I went 

Some of the schools, like the 
ones I went to in what is now cal- 
led inner-city Detroit, were 
beautiful They had enormous, 
wide hallways and big, sunny 
classrooms; romantic, dark lib- 
raries (with real, working fire- 
places) and glassed-in conser- 


vatories”. 

But even in the inner-city 
schools smack in the middle of 
neighborhoods were black peo- 
ple lived and where black chil- 
dren came to be educated — even 
there, the only mention of black 
heroes was when we talked about 
George Washington Carver 
doing 300 great things with 
peanuts 

No mention of the fact that he 
had been a professor at Tuskegee 
Institute and a fellow in the 
Royal Society of Arts in London 
— an honor not given to many 
Americans. 

No mention, either, of Sojour- 
ner Truth or Frederick Douglass 
or Dred Scott 

The same was true for Amer- 
ican heroines of the female per- 
suasion. There were, of course, 
the president’s wives — 
courageous ladies who stood by 
their husbands’ sides through 
whatever thick and thin their 
men found themselves in the 
middle of 

And there was Pocahontas, 
and there was Betsy Ross but 
no one ever mentioned Susan B 
Anthony or Margaret Sanger or

One significance, of course, is 
aesthetic value Wildlife and its 
environment is indeed beautiful. 

A beautiful environment is sti- 
mulating We can be proud that 
Michigan contains some species 
that occur nowhere else in the 
world . They are precious parts of 
our states’ natural heritage. 

However, many of our natural 
communities contain rare and 
endangered plant and animal 
species. It is important that we 
protect the finest remaining 
areas. Once destroyed, Michi- 
gan’s natural areas cannot be 
fully restored. 

Effects on human beings ex- 
tend far beyond aesthetic values. 
Each wildlife species occupies a 
special niche in its ecosystem 
and plays a unique role. Loss of 
one species can affect all the 
other organisms with which it in- 
teracts. For example, mice de- 
pend on plants for food, rabbits 
eat mice, fox hunt rabbits, and 
man hunts fox. 

Each species contain unique 
genetic material that cannot be 
retrieved if lost. Scientists have 
investigated some species to de- 
termine possible benefits to 
mankind in the form of medi- 
cines, industrial, and agricultu- 
ral uses. For example, the drug 
penicillin is derived from the 
fungus Penicillium. Tropical 
plants are also being used in a 
variety of drugs that may be 
used to treat people for cancer 
and other ailments. Therefore, if 
we allow any endangered species 
to become extinct, we may be de- 
priving ourselves of possible im- 
portant discoveries. 

There are more reasons why 
wildlife should be saved , but man 
will benefit in the end. By pre- 
serving wildlife species, we may 
even be preserving the species of 
man . I am grateful that there are 
many programs and laws aimed 
at protecting wildlife. En- 
dangered means there is still 
time. I don’t want to lose any of 
our precious wildlife. What about 
you?

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Surprise band visit lifts Wayne student’s spirits

Tom Wichowski is a lucky guy. 

Last month the 15-year-old sopho- 
more at Wayne Memorial High sur- 
vived delicate surgery on a pituit- 
ary tumor in the brain. He also disc- 
overed the meaning of friendship in 
the process. 

On the morning he was to report 
to Beaumont Hospital in Royal Oak, 
Tom awakened to find a crowd of 
familiar faces outside his Westland 
home. There, on the front lawn in all 
their splendor, stood the Wayne 
Memorial Marching Zebras band. 

To his astonishment the band 
promptly serenaded their friend 
with the sounds of “On You Zebras 
(the school fight song) and "Rock 
Around the Clock,” one of Tom's 
favorite tunes. 

Tom , who plays the clarinet in the 
band, was understandably moved. 
More importantly, that early morn- 
ing performance helped prepare 
him for what would be a traumatic 


experience. 

"It gave me confidence," recal- 
led Tom, now recuperating from 
successful surgery. “My mom 
knew they were coming but I didn't 
— it sure surprised me. I was kinda 
down about having to get my head 
shaved and everything. Then I saw 
them (the band) and it gave me a

weird feeling. . . it was nice. 
They're a great bunch." 

Tom’s mother, Joan Wichowski, 
also has fond memories of that 
musical show of support. 

“Those kids were behind him 105 
percent," she pointed out. “Seeing 
them there gave Tom an emotional 
uplift, he was taken aback by it. 

“The neighbors thought it was 
beautiful too, even if it was only 7 : 30 


in the morning.” she added with a 
laugh 

According to Mrs. Wichowski, 
Tom's prospects for complete re- 
covery are excellent since doctors 
feel that the entire tumor has been 
removed . Tom had undergone simi- 
lar surgery a year ago to correct the 
extremely serious problem, which 
could have led to blindness. 

“Everybody in the band is fami- 
ly,” said Band Director Richard 
Grzesik, trying to explain the 
reason for the special performance. 
“We simply were taking care of one 
of our own. Looking back on it, I'm 
surprised somebody didn’t call the 
police considering what time it 
was.” 

Grzesik estimated that 95 percent 
of the band’s 104 members partici- 
pated in the unusual concert. 

Aided by tutoring at his home, 
Tom is expected to return to school 
in January. Through the ordeal of 
surgeries and physical ailments he

Members of the Wayne Memorial Marching Zeb- 
ras paid a surprise visit last month at the home of 
fellow band member Tom Wichowski, who was 
preparing for surgery to remove a brain tumor. 
The band played a couple songs for their friend 


and then raised him to their shoulders as a sign of 
their emotional support. Following the special 
tribute performed on his front lawn. Wichowski 
survived the successful surgery and is expected 
back in school in January.

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Tree farms provide diverse selection in state 


Whether it ’s a table-top sized pine 
or a giant Colorado blue spruce, 
there’s a Christmas tree to match 
the home and budget of any family 
at one of Michigan’s cut-your-own 
tree farms. 

“Michigan is the nation's leader 
in plantation Christmas tree pro- 
duction and this season families can 
pick from nearly one-half million 
evergreens at 59 choose-and-cut 
farms,” stated Automobile Club of 
Michigan Travel Operations Mana- 
ger James Drury. This year s ex- 
cellent production also has helped 
keep prices generally unchanged 
for the second straight season,” 
Drury said. 

Prices for Scoth pines, the most 


popular variety, start at $2.50, 50 
cents less than last year. The more 
exotic blue spruce and Douglas firs 
sell for up to $35. unchanged from a 
year ago. 

Eight farms listed on the Auto 
Club s 1982 Cut-Your-Own Christ- 
mas Tree Guide sell trees by the 
foot, ranging from $1 to $5 

Families can select from 16 tree 
varieties, including common pines, 
concolor and French green firs and 
Black Hills spruce. 

Some farms sell potted Christ- 
mas trees which can be planted out- 
side later Thirty-eight farms offer 
evergreens up to 30 feet tall. 

“Activities at cut-your-own 
farms have always centered 


around family fun and this year is 
no different.’ Drury said 

At one farm near Ruby, children 
can pet farm animals while 
weekend visits by Santa Claus are 
part of the fun at facilities near 
Sturgis, Montrose. Otisville, 
Drvden and Grass Lake. 

Cutters can warm up with hot cid- 
er or coffee at 13 farms while 10 
have snack bars or free treats for 
children 

If planning a trip to a choose-and- 
cut farm this season. The Auto Club 
suggests these tips: 

• Bring a hand saw. Most farms 
lend saws, but bringing your own 
saves time if all are in use. Axes are 
banned. 


• When choosing a tree, make 
sure the needles are flexible and do 
not come off easily. Most pines and 
Douglas firs hold needles while 
spruce and balsam trees shed. 

• Saw the trunk close to the 
ground. If it is a Scotch pine, bounce 
it in the field to remove old needles. 
Seven farms on the Auto Club’s 
guide will mechnically clean trees 
of dead needles and other debris. 

• Bring twine to tie trees to cars, 
although most farms have rope. Tie 
the tree s base at the front. Four- 
teen farms will wrap trees for easy 
transport 

• After bringing the tree home, 
store it in a cool area. Before plac-

(ROIR cassette) 

The latest of ROIR’s cassette- 
only releases is a gem; 85 mi- 
nutes of primal Television 
featuring guitarists Tom Ver- 
laine and Richard Lloyd at their 
warped-vision best. 

For those who don’t know, 
Television was among the first — 
if not the first — of the New York 
bands that played regularly at 
CBGB’s and were labelled 
“punk.” Not punk, as in the Sex 
Pistols et. al, but as in different. 
It was Verlaine and Patti Smith 
and the Ramones that influenced 
the British bands to say and play 
what they meant, not what they 
were expected to. 

Stories of Verlaine’s guitar 
prowess circulated in the rock 
press, likening him in a way to 
the Grateful Dead’s Jerry Gar- 
cia. Not stylewise, but in intensi- 
ty. While powering through a fif- 
teen-minute solo, Verlaine (it 
was said) often lost touch with 
reality through the music. As he 
played beautiful riffs to the 
screaming delight of the crowd, 
Verlaine would be standing 


there, eyes closed, with snot 
dripping off his nose. Now, the 
way I see it, if you re standing on 
stage with your eyes closed and 
snot dripping off your nose, vou d 
BETTER BE GOOD! 

And good he was (still is. for 
that matter). On the fifteen-plus 
minute version of the N Y. clas- 
sic “Little Johnny Jewel,” you 
can almost see the snot dripping 
It is this song that perhaps tells 
the most about Verlaine’s influ- 
ences. As Robert Christgau 
points out in the liner notes, Ver- 
laine’s lyrics right before the 
solo ‘ And then he loses his 
senses” are straight out of the 
John Coltrane school of music. 

Since Television was essential- 
ly Verlaine s group, Richard 
Lloyd’s brilliant guitar musings 
are often just used as a backdrop 
for you-know-who It’s a shame, 
because Lloyd s fantastic solo 
LP, “Alchemy,” shows him to be 
one of the greats with an intrinsic 
sense of melody to boot ( look for 
it in the cut-out bins for $1.99 or 
so). Only on “Satisfaction” does 
he really cut loose in the wildest 
sense, and it’s fittingly the last 
song on the tape, because it’s a 
hard act to follow.
